The company’s business 
has been mismanaged and assets 
wasted by officers, the petition 
charges, in declaring that the ap- 
pointment of a receiver is necessary 
to insure a realization of profit 
on contracts held by the company 
for the delivery of fuel oil and gas- 
oline

The company, with authorized 
capital ‘stock of $2,000,000, about 
$300,000 of which is outstanding, 
has been the subject of investiga- 
tion by the Better Business Bureau 
for several years. Recent inqui- 
ries by bureau officers at the office 
of Securities Commissioner Stock- 
ard concerning the standing of the 
company have elicited no response. 

The officers of the Better Busi- 
nest Bureau, Dwight Holmes, man- 
ager of the investors’ division, and 
his assistant, W. C. Rosenbaum, 
visited Stockard in October at Jef- 
fcrson City to find why their re- 
quests for information about the 
Warson company and other con- 
cerns had been ignored. 

Both declared after the confer- 
ence that Stockard said:he and His 
superior, Secretary of State Beck- 
er, had agreed the St. Louis Better 
Business Bureau was not entitled 
to have its letters answered. 

The refusal of Bécker and his

The Police Department's cam- 
paign under the vagrancy law 
against “parasites of the under- 
world,” suffered two setbacks to- 
day. Police Judges dismissed vag- 
al- 
jeged bookmakers and Prosecuting 
attorney Schweitzer reversed his 
previous ruling on beer flats as 
places of ill fame. 

Charges of “vagrancy by reason | 
of being engaged in an unlawful 
occupation,” against Morris Kan- 
ner and Sam Schachter were dis- 
missed by Provisional Police Judge | 
Stein in a ruling setting forth his 
policy on the vagrancy law. 

Judge Stein pointed out that 
gambling, the “unlawful occupa- 
tion” charged, is a felony under 
the State statutes and recommend. 
ed that police get evidence against | 
the men to prosecute them on this! 
charge. f 

“A Travesty on Justice.” 

He took cognizance of the fact 
that warrants on vagrancy charges 
had been refused by Assistant Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Vettori, when the 
eases of Schachter and Kanner 
were presented to him, and said in 
open court: 

„It is a travesty on justice. it is 
making a mere puppet of the Judge 
to bring vagrancy cases in this 
court when they cannot be sus- 
tained in the upper courts. 
never. convict a defendant on evi- 
denee not strong enough to hold in 
the State courts. 

“To convict a man just because 
he is a ériminal or a convict is un- 
democratic. It would be a break- 
ing down of the foundations of 
government. If we followed this 
policy, it wouldn't be long before 
we'd be convicting men just be- 
cause they were brought into Po- 
lice Court. 

“End Doesn't Justify Means.“ 

“Now I understand the Police 
Department is engaged in a cam- 
paign to rid the city of criminals 
of all character. I know there is 
a public clamor also to have the 
city rid of crooks. And we should 
do that. I am strongly in favor of 
it, but to pernfit the courts to. be 
conducted according to public hys- 
teria, would be to break down the 
public confidence in the courts. 

“Cases of this character should 
be presented to the Circuit At- 
torney’s office or to the grand 
jury to punish them as the law in- 
tends them to be punished. 

“I'm not criticizing the police 
officers in this case. They are 
just acting under their order. Nor 
am I criticizing the authorities, in 
view of the public clarfor, but it 
seems to me that the end does not

He also pointed out that a fine 
of $300, the maximum under the 
city vagrancy ordinance, is not a 
deterrent to a bookmaker.” They 
would merely charge it up to over- 
head ang go ahead operating,” he 
said.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3,—West- 


ern Railway executives contend 
that the entire transportation prob- 


fed by the Interstate Commerce 


revision of freight rates adopted. 

In a letter to the commission the 
Association of Western Rallway 
Executives yesterday asked that the 
effective date for putting into r- 
fect reduced grain rates already or- 
dered be postponed for the period 
of the depression and for not less 
than one year from next Jan. 1. 

They asked the commission to 
adopt a general policy of revising 
rates upward fnstead of downward, 
and to investigate rail, motor 
and water transportation and oil 
and gas pipe lines. Others recom- 
mendations were: 

Legislation for regulation of mo- 
tor vehicle and pipe line transpor- 
tation. 

Revision of water rates from a 
flat 20 per cent under rail rates to 
a “basis that would enable private 
water carriers to operate at a prof- 
it. 

Revision of long haul rates up- 
ward. 

Asserting that net operating rev- 
enues of lines in Western classifica- 
tion territory had declined 
$112,332,733. during the first nine 
months of this year, the executives 
said they had later reports indicat- 
ing further losses of $20,000,000 
yearly. 

The executives indicated that 
only the business depression pre- 
vented them from asking for an 
immediate increase in freight rates. 

“Our suggestions made herein 
cannot he regarded as a panacea,”’ 
said the letter, but are “simply a 
beginning.” 

“Despite the fact that the need 
of Western carriers for an increase 
in rates is now greater than ever 
before, we are not at this time ask- 
ing a general increase,“ saying that 
a general revision application was 
being withheld because it might 
have a bad psychological effect.

HE statement made by „Reader“

A certain element of control 
would be exercised which has Veen re- 
linquished by the modern father and 
mother. Many other subjects are com- 
pulsory in all schools, subjects which 
do not teach better citizenship, so why 
all the to-do? The writer belonged. to 
one of those preparatory school military 
organizations 37 years ago and has been 
pretty closely in touch with these boys 
ever since. 

I do not believe “Reader” can find 
one of them who ever thinks of going 
out and shooting someone as the result 
of his training, but that training does 
teach cleanliness both of mind and body. 

In proportion to the interest they take 
in it, it also teaches them to think and 
walk straight, to be courteous and con- 
siderate of others; it develops leadership 
and team work; makes them stronger 
physically and mentally and, in short, 
makes them better citizens. It would 
be fine if “Reader” could be present and 
learn first-hand how little the average 
American boy knows about personal hy- 
giene and cleanliness as some of us see 
it at every Citizens’ Military Training 
Camp which “Reader” would abolish.

Union Labor and the Eight-Hour Duy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ANY of us were quite surprised to 

find “Conservative,” whose letter 
was published Noy. 28, suggesting that 
the American Federation of Labor start 
a campaign for the eight-hour day. 
Union labor long ago advanced beyond 
the eight-hour day, and now is advocat- 
ing the six-hour day, the five-day week, 
etc, Of course, we join “Conservative’s” 
indictment of the 10, 12, 14 and 16-hour 
day.“ But we remind the correspondent 
that the 12-hour day held fast in the 
steel industry until the American Feder- 
ation of Labor led a revolt, a strike, in 
1919 which culminated in frcusing pub- 
lie attention upon these inhuman condi- 
tions and forced a remedy. 

The eight-hour day is as old as the 
labor movement itself, and has been 
written into almost every union agree- 
ment in the country. The recent A. F. 
of L. convention at Boston indorsed the 
still, shorter day and week. The five- 
day week prevails quite generally in the 
St. Louis building industry. Not long ago 
these trades sought to establish the six- 
hour day, but had to abandon it under 
hoatility from contractors. The St. Louis 
electrical workers, for example, have just 
adopted the six-hour day in addition to 
their five-day week as a means of reliev- 
ing the very condition of which Con- 
servative’’ complains. 

The “10, 12, 14 and 16-hour dax“ is 
confined to non-union industries and af- 
fects not those workers who have been 
farsighted enough to unionize for their 
uplift and mutual protection.

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The President’s message deals with the obvious. 
The economic depression is, naturally, the major 
topic. His discussion sheds no new light on it. The 


| diagnosis is perfunctory. The period of speculation, 


he says, was a contributory factor, but if that had 
been the sole source of our difficulties we should 
have long since recovered, since “those dislocations 
have generally readjusted themselves.” He rehearses 
what has been done by the Government and private 
initiative, separately and cooperatively, to mitigate 
the consequences. Though “economic depression can- 
not be cured by legislative action or executive pro- 
nouncement,” the Government can utilize its re- 
sources in construction work of “sound economic pur- 
pose.” This the Government is doing on an impres- 
sive scale which will reach an aggregate of $650,- 
000,000 in the next 12 months. This program is, of 
course, commendable, but it is an emergency meas- 
ure to meet the needs of an emergency. 

The whole world is economically sick. The sick- 
ness, as Mr, Hoover sees it, is the result of “world- 
wide overproduction in basic commodities,” with 
attendant political unrest, culminating, in many in- 
stances, in revolutionary explosions. 

Overproduction is a polite term. It can be voiced 
freely in any society. No ear, however sensitive, 
will be shocked by it. It is a far happier expression, 
say, than “underconsumption.” But to the millions 
of unemployed, overproduction is the bitterest irony. 
They do not understand the paradox of a world im- 
poverished by plenty. They are seeking enlighten- 
ment. They may have been waiting for some such 
word in the President’s megsage. If so, they are 
disappointed. 

Accepting the President’s explanation of “world- 

wide causes” as the genesis of the depression which 
has gripped the world, it might have been expected 
that, under the head of “Foreign Relations” striking 
proposal might have been made, perhaps a new path 
blazed. Not a syllable. Here, impliedly all is well. 
“Cordiality and good will” prevail. The London naval 
pact is given honorable mention. And our debtors 
are still meeting their installments regularly. Sev- 
eral of those nations are battling desperately with 
their budgets, and with dreadful industrial paralysis 
and terrifying human need. Of that no hint. What 
our obligation may be in such premises, from the 
practical standpoint of promoting our own economic 
recovery, is, to be sure, debatable. But we cannot 
meet the requirement by ignoring the facts. In this 
vital respect, as in everything else of a controversial 
character, the President dodges the issue. 
In our opinion, the present is an occasion of na- 
tional and international necessity when the Presi- 
dent of the United States should speak in forthright 
language. We have had Presidents who would have 
done so. Recalling the state papers of Roosevelt and 
Wilson, for example, it may be asserted that either 
of those leaders would, in the pressure of this bewil- 
dering hour, have asserted his leadership. Our 
Capuans found smug satisfaction in calling Roosevelt 
an alarmist and thrusting Wilson aside as a vision- 
ary. No such epithets will be cast at Mr. Hoover. 
His awaited message reveals him complacent, unper- 
turbed, not to be moved by the world crisis to an 
adventure of statesmanship. 

What about Muscle Shoals? 

What of the Wagner bills, the groundwork of-what 
might be called a preparedness policy against unem- 
ployment? 

What of the lame duck session? 

The message omits any recommendation for or 
against those measures. 

Evade as we will the basic truth of the war debt 
settlements, the truth remains that the burden of 
those oppressive obligations is strapped to the back 
of Germany, which is even now tottering under the 
load. 

Sooner or later, this question, along with a revision 
of the Versailles treaty into practical, rational terms, 
must be faced. Is not this a duty which the Presi- 
dent of the United States might properly discuss in 
the stress of today? 

Have we a tariff issue? 

A prohibition issue? a 

Is organized lawlessness challenging law and or- 
der? 

Not in the state of the nation as reported by Mr. 
Hoover. 

This message is a summary of departmental re- 
ports which might have been written at the high 
noon of serenity. 
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CHARLES W. HAWTHORNE.

For spectators, too, viewing the simple 
scene, know the experience of the adoration, and 
warmed by the glow of light about the seacoast ma- 
donna, hesitate long before passing on, In that pic- 
ture are the resources of Hawthorne, his imagination, 
sensitiveness and spiritual delicacy, and the courage 
of his convictions in the use ofcolor. It is illustrative 
of the workmanship which makes his canvases vigor- 
ous studies out of life itself. In all his work this 
leader of the Cape Cod school was steadfast to the 
high ideals of a true artist. Our art has ost a thor- 
oughgoing native who gave generously and richly 
to its making. 
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ONE SURE-FIRE CURE-ALL. 

What to do with past presidents, a problem which 
has long puzzled tkis country, has apparently been 
solved by the Illinois Press Association. At its an- 
nual meeting at the University of Illinois a Past 
Presidents’ dinner was held, with J. M. Page of the 
Jersey County Democrat, Jerseyville, president of the 
Past Presidents’ Association, presiding. We don't 
know how many past presidents it has, but then one 
would be enough to start an Association of Past 
Presidents of the Past Presidents’ Association. As 
time passes is membership will grow and its past 
presidents # kind it advantageous to organize a 
Past Past Presidents’ Association, These venerable 
gavel wielders, though they wear their years like 
gardenias, will find only in organization the means 
to maintaining their identity. And so on far into 


the future. The plan, we venture, if generally adopt- 


ed, would have s tremendous influence in the sta- 
bilization of employment, In fact, we believe it 


would do more for the country than the single tax-| 


ers expect of their panacea. Consideration of its 
possibilities is particularly timely just now since it 
suggests a way to dispose of lame duck Congressmen. 
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CHANGING THE COMMON LAW. * 

Radical changes in the legal machinery, which have 
been recommended by Acting Dean Rutledge of the 
Washington University Law School, as necessary in 
meeting gang warfare on society, are significant now 
chiefly as pointers in the direction of the trend of 
academic legal thinking. Speaking to an alumni 
group, Dean Rutledge said, “We shall not overcome 
the gang menace by relying on our present legal ma- 
chinery and our present conceptions of crime.” He 
then went on to explain how the procedure and con- 
ceptions now in vogue grew up in an individualistic 
society, and no longer meet the requirements of 
modern group society. The Scorfina case, as he said, 
is illustrative, for it showed how the gang system 
operates to conceal evidence of specific acts, and 
terrorizes witnesses and jurors when the State is in 
a position to prove such acts. 

In his suggestions Dean Rutledge said we may be 
driven to forms of law which will define public 
enemies so as to make possible their removal without 
conviction of specific acts. He answered the objection 
of occasional injustice by saying that such injustices 
occur under the present system. Suspected indi- 
viduals might be placed under bond to keep the peace 
and required to report daily or nightly to authorities, 
he suggested. Obviously, gangsters would be less 
active if their whereabouts were known at a certain 
hour each day. Characterizing the jury system as 
inadequate, he described the workings of an estab- 
lished commission with safeguards which would have 
power to convict individuals as public enemies and 
fix the terms of their removal from society. 

Admirers of our Government and its methods for 
doing justice will hope that such changes will never 
be required. Only the most serious kind of emer- 
gency should be allowed to put such power into the 
hands of Government. Certainly public opinion 
would not approve of it now. If it ever does, the 
likelihood, however, is that it will be for a cause 
such as the present threat of gangster rule. 
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AN ENVIABLE REPUTATION. 

There will probably be a greater need in the ap- 
proaching winter of depression for the offices of the 
American Civil Liberties Union than ever before in 
the crowded history of that small but active organ- 
ization. In times of stress and strain the civil lib- 
erties of the individual are lost sight of; they are 
discarded in a more intensive struggle involving the 
need for food and shelter. Frank L. Palmer, field 
2 of the Civil Liberties Union, here to or- 
ganize a St. Louis committee, paid the city a high 
tribute. St. Louis, he said, is probably the most lib- 
eral large city in the country. But even a brief in- 
vestigation had convinced him that a local commit- 
tee should function during the coming winter. He 
had seen records of several instances of gross in- 
justice, and local speakers added others. Although 
St. Louis has been extremely fortunate, there are 
occasions when the vanishing rights of the American 
are ignored as blithely here as elsewhere. The local 
committee will undoubtedly find ample work, work 
of primary importance if St. Louis is to maintain its 
record as a liberal city. 

TRADITIONS AND PROGRESS. 

True enough, the matter of examinations and grad- 
ing will require attention in the establishment of the 
University of Chicago’s timeless system of educa- 
tion, but the further President Hutchins and his fel- 
low workers go into the experiment, the clearer it 
will be that there are many other fixtures traditional 
in college life whose alteration is of graver conse 
quence. Take, for instance, the class dances, a lead- 
ing argument in favor of the four-year system. The 
green freshman from Silo Springs has never been 
to anything but a barn dance until he escorts his 
first sorority pledge blind date to the Freshman 
Frolic, or “frantic,” as it is more properly known on 
some campuses. Year by year, through the Sopho- 
more Cotillion and the Junior Prom, the metamor- 
phosis takes place, until on the night of the Senior 
Ball a finished product, consummate in a tuxedo, he 
steps on clouds in the grgnd march and glides about 
from star to star in an ethereal whirl of satins and 
shawls. A system which can work a wonder like that 
must not be discarded without serious thought. 

Then there are the yearlings’ green caps, the jack- 
ets which belong to graduation year and the other 
paraphernalia of class dress. Does President Hutch- 
ins think he can dismiss them with the wave of a 
hand? Also, he had better give some thought to what 
will become of senior benches, class fences and the 
like, or he will have chaos on his hands. If he abol- 
ishes freshmen, how does he suppose the Greek let- 
ter nameplate will get shined, the phone und door- 
bell answered, senior laundry bags carried to the 
campus postoffice, floors waxed, books returned to 
the library—or anything else done around a frater- 
nity house? We submit President Hutchins doesn’t 
know what shoals lie ahead of him. 
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A REVOLT AGAINST AUSTRALIAN TARIFFS. 

An urgent appeal to the Australian Government for 
modification of its fiscal policy has been made by 
representatives of the “primary industries” of the 
country, including graziers, sheep and stock breed- 
ers, wheat and fruit growers. The petitioners, who 
furnish 95 per cent of the country’s exports, claim 
their business is being ruined by advancing costs of 
production. These costs, it is claimed, are brought 
about by high tariff subsidies, bonuses, guaranteés, 
artificial industrial legislation, interference with ship- 
ping and high taxation. Unassisted industries, like 
agriculture, are thus placed at a disadvantage. 

With particular reference to the Australian tariff 
the petition says: 

The incidence of the Australian tariff policy on 
primary industries is peculiarly malevolent,” in 
that, being composed in the interests of manu- 
facturers, it taxes the requirements of the pri- 
mary industries; raises the cost of living and 
therefore the cost of services to those industries: 
and, as it restricts imports, necessitates higher 
freight charges on exports. 4 
Australia has attempted to model itself after the 

United States and, believing that high tariffs con- 
tributed largely to our self-sufficiency and the growth 
of our industries, has built a towering tariff wall 
around itself. The result is, as the Manchester 


Guardian puts it, “Australia seems likely to be the 
classic instan ce of a country ruined by tariffs?" ...

HE World War well-nigh destroyed the 
beet sugar industry in the Old World. 
Sugar began to be in demand and prices 
went up. The United States suggested to 
Cuba the artificial stimulation of produc- 
tion of sugar for distinctly war purposes, 
and this was gladly acquiesced in by Cuba. 
The two nations took steps to eliminate 
the profiteer and stabilize the price of su- 
gar, it becoming Cuba’s sole and colossal 
task to provide the United States and the 
Allies with all the sugar they needed for 
the duration of the war at a price that 
war-burdened countries could pay. Cuba 
was encouraged to plant more and more 
cane. It appears now that Cuba made lit- 
tle profit from the war-time demand for 
her exclusive product, yet suffered all of 
the evils resulting from the subsequent 
overproduction and deflation. Immediately 
after the war, control was released. The 
price of sugar rose enormously, at one 
time reaching the incredible figure of 23 1-3 
cents per pound. Cuba not only sold every 
bit she had, but learned as well that sugar 
could be borrowed upon. Whereupon Cuba 
borrowed hurriedly and spent lavishly. 
— * — 


Then eame inevitable deflation and the 
calling of loans. Since the plantations were 
pledged, there was no choice but that the 
American banks should step in and become 
the owners, in the place of the spendthrift 
Cubans, of many of Cuba’s larger sugar 
plantations and an even greater proportion 
of the mills. 

Something has got to be done about it; 
for, quite apart from the present plight 
of the Cuban people, there is the fate of 
some $1,250,000,000 tied up in American 
investments in Cuba on which these same 
plantations, now worth less than what was 
paid for them, are not producing any profit, 


while Cuban sugar, due to world tariffs, | 


is selling at less than cost of production. 
The life of Cuba is in our hands, where 
she placed it when she accepted economic 
dependence and the role of a one-crop 
country, dependent upon her nearest neigh- 
bor and greatest consumer of her single 
product for her continued existence. We 
can save her only through our tariff; for 
it is not the high price to be obtained for 
her sugar that is worrying Cuba—she can 
produce as cheaply as any country in the 
world and is glosest to her biggest market 
—but the necessity of finding any market 
at all. There are tariff walls everywhere; 
a duty of two cents a pound into the United 
States, higher still in Europe. Were this 
private business competition it might pass; 
but where Governments, through their leg- 


islative and executive departments, strike 


deliberate blows at each other's. essential 

industries, bitterness, resentment and mu- 

tual loss results. 
— > . 

It is not anybody's fault that the world 
should be governed by self-interest. We 
have joined that movement where every- 
body is setting up barriers to international 
trade and accompanying good will. Let us 
slap Cuba in the face, treat her like a com- 
petitor, add further figures to the tariff 
that will complete her ruin, and ride over 


der body. to some protectionist goal! 


Or, rather, let us pause and consider 
whether a noble and generous action is not 
after all the best. Another war may come, 
when the Philippines and Hawali and pos- 
sibly Porto Rico will be cut off by enemy 
air powtr, and we may be thankful that 
Cuba is near our shores and urge that she 
again favor us with a preferential price 
on sugar—which she will as surely deny if 
we persist in our indifference to her needs.

This is the time, now in the days of 
peace, to grasp the magnificent opportunity 
before the United States of throwing down 
the tariff wall entirely and by treaty ad- 
mitting Cuban sugar, not under a partial 
reduction of tariff, but duty-free forever. 

Suppose for a moment that the same 
friendly measure should be extended to the 
other countries of Caribbean America to 
cover the special productions of those tropic 
lands, freely exchanged with the United 
States in return for our products. The 
trade fostered in peace time would con- 
tinue with comforting assurance in time 
of war. No need then for intervention by 
force or fear; nor for appeals to the Mon- 
roe Doctrine or Pan-Americanism! 

Every nation in the Caribbean area would 
at this moment be overjoyed to enter into 
such an arrangement, Great as would be 
the increase in production of raw materials 
from the tropics, even so great or greater 
would be the increase in the export of 
American manufactured goods to countries 
made prosperous by the mutual trade. 

It has ever seemed foolish to the writer 
that all countries which, especially favored 
by nature, produce articles of a certain 
kind and of world necessity in great 
abundance and at low cost should not, by 
world decision, be induced and encouraged 
to produce these in ever greater quantity, 
by fostering their exchange with other 
countries, without burdens other than cost 
of transportation and fair profit. 


There would be, of course, the loss of 
specific duties: but who would suffer? The 
taxes on incomes on prosperous business 
yield always more money than revenue on 
imports; in our country nearly five times 
as much. So I predict that business with 
Cuba, already greater than with all the rest 
of Latin America combined, will, by abol- 
ishing the tariff on essential articles, in- 
crease by leaps and bounds. In the United 
States eyery consumer will rejoice that his 
suger bill is cut in half. 

Give Cuba a market for her sugar and 
there will be no revolutions or need for ex- 
pensive military interventions. Geo Further 
and abolish the tariff on Cuban sugar alto. 
gether, and the gesture will not be lost on 
our Latin American neighbors and way 
prove the foundations of a new Pan-Amer- 
icanism—the inter-American free trade of 
the Caribbean countries.

Theory Does Not Overthrow 


The Einstein theory, contrary to 
current ideas of persons who erg ott 
not physicists, is géing to do “ab- 
solutely nothing” to the industrial 
age born of Newtonian mechanics, 
Dr. Kari T. Compton, president of 
Massachusetss Institute of Tech- 
nology, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
ported before his address at a din- 
ner given in his honor by the St. 
Louis Technology Club at the Con- 
gress Hotel last night. 

In the first place, elucidated Dr. 
Compton, it wasn’t Prof. Einstein 
at all who was responsible for 
modern impressions of the ggneral 
“unfixedness of things.” That was 
a part of the quantum theory. 
evolved by a German and a Danish 
scientist. although Einstein's work 
had contributed a great deal to it 
Mabout 15 years ago.” 

In the second place, Dr. Comp- 
ton explained, the Einstein theory 
did not overthrow Newtonian me- 
chanics. Newtonian mechanics was 
a part of it and applied to a “spe- 
cial ease under the Einstein the- 
ory. That was the instance, said 
Dr. Compton, of. objects not mov- 
ing at rates near the speed of light. 
In other words, “moving at com- 
paratively little speed and with 
little acceleration.” 

Discoveries Always Possible. 

“It rarely occurs that a new 
theory overthrows an old one,” Dr. 
Compton continued. “The humil- 
ity of the scientist is due not to 
any expectation that he may find 
his established principles all 
wrong, but to his understanding, 
that he may learn more to modify 
certain details of his theories. 

“For example, when I first 
studied the structure of atoms it 
was considered that they were in- 
divisible. New. while we still be- 
lieve in the existence of the atom, 
we know that it is divisible, that it 
has a structure and that it occurs 
in an infinite variety of states. 

“The new atom, with those ex- 
ceptions, has the same qualities as 
the old. But with the new atom 
we understand many more phe- 
nomena than the old would ex- 
plain.“

Science and Religion, 

Dr. Compton believed that hu- 
mility was growing in the exact 
ng | sciences, since, paradoxically, men 
had found in the more higtily de- 
veloped branches of knowledge, in 
some contrast, to the newer sei- 
ences, that they were not infalli- 
ble. Partly for this reason. he 
judged, there was less quarrel than 
formerly between practitioners of 
science and religion. But he con- 


one to accept whatever appeared, 
from all the established evidence, 
to be true, with. the reservation 
that later knowleage might force 
a modification. 

Outstanding in meters educa- 
tion, he saia, was a tendency to 
concentrate on the development of 
particular aptitudes, and avoid 
forcing students without them 
through college, a waste of time 
for school and studept alike.” 

In engineering, he remarked; the 
growing complexity of industry had 
forced colleges to give up the at- 
tempt to train men in the multiply 
ing varieties of required tech- 
nique. Now, he said, the attempt 
is to provide a thorough knowl- 
edge of the fundamentals, and let 
engineers acquire the technique 
based on these fundamentals from 
actual experience. 

Lr. Compton’s Achievements. 

Dr. Compton was a guest at the 
home of E, C. Klipstein, 22 Brent- 
moor. He spent part of the fore- 
noon at Washington University 
with Chancellor Throop and Prof. 
Arthur L. Hughes, whose research 
several times had touched on the 
identical problems attacked by Dr. 
Compton. 

At 43 he is president of an out. 
standing technical school, former 
head of the Princeton physics de- 
partment, a past president of the 


executive committee member of the 
National Research Council and the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. He is a 
brother of Dr. Arthur H. Compton, 
formeriy of Washington University 
physics department, a Nobel prize 
winner in 1927.

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—The stock 
market, wearied by its three-day 
advance, slumped today, as final 
hopes of maintenance of fhe 1 per 
cent income tax reduction were 
blasted. 

Closing prices showed numerous 
declines of 1 to 3 points in prom- 
inent issues. Trading was extreme- 
ly slow on the downgrade and total 
sales came to only about 1,220,000 
shares. 

Hopes of continuance of the tax 
reduction had all but vanished, 
some time ago, but their actual one} 
tinction, with the submission of 
President Moover’s budget mes- 
sage to Congress, was a dispiriting 
influence. 

Such issues as U. 8. Steel, Amer- 
ican Can, General Electric, West- 
inghouse Electric, National Biscuit, 
du Pont, Drug and Case lost about 
2 points. Missouri Pacific, Union 
Pacific and U. S. Industrial Alcohol 
lost about 3 points, and Atlantic 
Coast Line nearly 5. Declines of a 
point or so embraced most leading 
issues. 

Commodity markets were also 
under light pressure. Cotton fu- 
tures broke about $1 a bale, princi- 
pally in sympathy with Liverpool. 
Corn lost about 1 cent a bushel at 
Chicago, reflecting larger contract 
deliveries, and wheat eased % to 
% of a cent. 

A notable development in for- 
eign. exchanges was steadiness of 
sterling, while French franc turned 
soft, a reversal of the recent trend 
which has caused steady losses of 
gold by London to Paris. Most 
European rates were steady to 
firm. The F Eastern eased, in 
sympathy with the price of silver. 
Canadian dollars were at a prem- 
lum of 1-64 of one cent. 

Advances in Steel Prices. 

Announcement by Carnegie and 
Bethlehem Steels of a $1-a-ton ad- 
vance in quotations for plates, 
shapes and bars for the first quar- 
ter had been foreshadowed several 
weeks ago, when steel producers 
warned their customers that cur- 
rent, quotations could mot be guar- 
anteed for the first quarter. .It 
had been previously discounted by 
the market and failed to have 
further influence. Iron Age re- 
ported that the seasonal decline in 
steel production had continu.d 
during the past week, reducing 
operations to 39 per cent of ca- 
pacity, from 41 a week previously. 

It was pointed out that the in- 
trease was presumably an effort 
to bring out latent business. Sim- 
ilar moves were made during the 
depressions in 1927 and 1922. 
While Wall Street, in the main, 
viewed the move as constructive, 
it was inclined to await results be- 
Tore turning enthusiastically 
buliésh. »

For a small hole in aluminum or 
graniteware an ordinary dress snap 
will give good service. Put the 
ball of the snap through the hole 
and snap on the other section, then 
rivet it tight by just tapping it a 
few times with a light hammer. 

You can mend agateware with 
putty and galt. Take a small piece 
of putty and mix it with as much 
salt as possible. Cover the hole 
with this mixture, put water into 
the utensil and set it on the back 
of the stove until the putty has 
hardened. 

Holes in enamelware may also 
be mended with putty. Use equal 
parts of soft putty, table salt and 
sifted coal ashes and set on stove 
to harden, 

Any utensil that is used only for 
cold liquids may be mended by 
pouring melted paraffin over the 
hole and letting it harden.

G. WELLS, in “The Research 
Magnificent.” writes that 
® “teab la the first of the four 


natural Iimitations which must be 


transcended if true nobility is to 
be achieved.“ 

This famous: author thus echoes 
the universal counsel of modern 
mental hygiene. But there are cer- 
tain fears which every human, and 
particularly the young, must ac- 
quire in order to assure their sur- 
vival. These are the so-called con- 
structive fears, differentiated from 
the destructive fears to which 
Wells refers. 

Every child should be taught to 
fear fire, strange waters, unsafe 
heights, sharp objects, poisons and 
such other special hazards as may 
prevail in given localities. 

In training children to fear 
these dangers one should avoid de- 
veloping a phobia instead of a fear 
—the term “phobia” being _ here 
employed to indicate an excessive 
and unnatural fear. 

This training should precede un- 
pleasant experiences. It is possible, 
for example, to teach a child to be 
fully aware of the danger of being 
burnt without actual burning. On 
the other hand, it is quite likely 
that, as the old proverb hints, a 
burnt child will develop an exces- 
sive and crippling fear. 

In the vernacular of modérn psy- 
chology, children should be condi- 
tioned to an appreciation of the 
dangers involved in the items list- 
ed above. Such conditioning will 
spare us many accidents and many 
medical emergencies. 

As soon as the child is = «old 
enough to understand the terms 
and ideas employed it should be 
informed and the reasons given 
why it should not play with match- 
es; turn the gas on; handle knives 
or sharp scissors: eat strange 


things or drink unknown fluids. 


And, among the hazards against 
which the child is warned, the au- 
tomobile and the street-car should 
stand out prominently.’
